SECOND SESSION. 


Begun at Colorado City, July Tth, A. D. 1862, pursuant to 
a Joint Resolution of the Congress of the United States, 
as follows: 


Resolved, That the second session of the Pieve Assem- 
bly of the Territory of Colorado, now fixed by law for the 
first Monday in June, One Thousand Hight’ Hundred and 
Sixty-Two, shall be postponed by proclamation of the Gover- 
nor of said Territory until the first Monday in July, A, D.. 
One Thousand Eight Hundred and Sixty-Two. : 

Approved May 21st, 1862.

Colorado Territory, that a 
Joint Resolution became a law on the 16th instant, requiring 
a proclamation for the postponement of the meeting of the 
Legislative Assembly of Colorado Territory, from the‘ time 
fixed by law—w. e. i the first aen in June—to the first 
Monday in July, proximo;

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly of Colorado Territory :, 

The circumstances that surround us make it-an occasion that 
calls for expressions of gratitude to God—the Supreme Ruler 
and Benefactor—that amid the fierce strife and bloody con- 
flicts of the past year, our national existen-v zad our national 
honor have been maintained ; that the peor'e uf our own Ter- 
ritory have been generally loyal and law abiding; that the 
Indian tribes by which we are surrounded have been quiet’ 
and peaceable; that almost universal health has been enjoyed; 
and that continued rich discoveries and the largely increased 
yield from the mineral treasure of our mountains have infuséd 
life and activity into every avenue of business, repaid with 
certainty the hand of industry, and scattered the. smiles of 
prosperity in profusion around us. Although the war still 
rages, the patriot has” grounds for hope that the infamous 
hand of rebellion will soon be stricken down forever ; that the 
majesty of law, and the power and permanency of ‘free gov- 
ernment will be asserted in the triumph of our arms, and that 
our country shall speedily entér upon that, great career of pros- 
perity which wil inevitably follow. Then it will continue to 
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be a source of just pride to all the inhabitants of Colorado, 
that in the great struggle, though far from the scenes of con- 
flict, she furnished as many soldiers, in proportion to her pop- 
ulation, as any other part of the country ; and that, tested by 
forced marches and upon the battle field, their patient endur- 
ance and heroic daring were excelled by none. 

I regret that the time since the laws of the Territory have 
been published, and the extent of experience under them are 
so limited, that their defects are scarcely known; yet a few 
are so apparant that you will at once perceive the propriety of 
a change. . 

SUBJECTS FOR LEGISLATION. 


Counties.—I would call your attention to the propriety of 
consolidating such of the counties now laid out as are not able 
to bear the expenses of a county organization, with one or 
more of those adjacent; the extent of population, and not of 
territory, forming a true basis for determining county lines. 
In this connection, I would also suggest the propriety of im- 
posing the duties of several offices upon one individual in 
sparsely settled counties, so that municipal regulations and 
the benefits of government may be enjoyed by all, without the 
expenses incurred being onerous upon them. I would alse 
suggest the passage of a law by which counties not having 
properly qualified officers may be able to effect an organi- 
zation. 

Legislative Districts.—As a proper districting of the Terri- 
tory for members of the Legislative Assembly will engage 
your attention and make a new call for the general election 
necessary, it might be well, in order to give more time for 
proper notice, that the period for the general election be 
changed toa later day in the Autumn, which it is believed 
would be more convenient to the public at large. 

Mining Laws.—As mining is the most important interest 
in the Territory, and at the same time the most difficult for 
which to legislate properly, I would call your special attention 
to some of its wants. 

Mining claims are properly regulated by miners’ laws, and 
one of those laws in almost every district in the Territory has 
determined that lode claims shall be regarded as real estate, 
although as destitute of the attributes of reality as a lease- 
hold, the general government never having passed title thereto ; 
and it has been adjudged that this miners’ law, requiring lode 
claims to be regarded as real estate, brings questions of the 
title to them within that provision of the organic act, which 
says, «That justices of the peace and probate courts shall not 
have jurisdiction of any matter in controversy where the title 
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or boundaries of land may bein dispute.” This has led to, 
much embarrassment, expense, and delay in the settlement of 
questions relating to claims of small value. I would there- 
fore suggest that a law be enacted, so explanatory of the mi- 
ners’ real estate claim regulations, as that. questions involving 
title to claims shall not be subject to such construction. In 
the same connection, and for the same reasons, I would sug- 
gest the propriety of memorializing Congress for such an 
amendment to the organic act as will increase the jurisdiction 
of the inferior courts to questions involving.larger sums, 

The greatest source of embarrassment to the development 
of the mining interests of the country, is found in the miners’ 
law by which lode claims are held as real estate, or by perma- 
nent and unconditional title. It has given rise to a wide spread 
and unlimited speculation in claims, by non-resident and non- 
mining holders. 

Parties never designing to do anything for the development 
of the country, or to test the value of a single claim, obtain 
possession of large numbers of them, let them lie without con- 
tributing in the least to the expense of our government, until 
the toiling industry of others shall have tested their value, 
when, like the drone, they reap the benefits of the toil of 
others; and shutting the doors of large districts against men 
who come to invest their capital and devote their energies in 
working our mines, they drive them from the country, or push 
them beyond the boundaries of the speculator’s possession. 
While actual miners should have the privilege of ample room 
securéd to them for all reasonable enlargement of their oper- 
ations, some law that should make a certain amount of actual 
development on claims within a given time necessary to their 
continued possession, as in other mining countries, would add 
largely to the true interests of the miner, and tend rapidly to 
develop the country in wealth and population. 

Probate.—I would call your attention to the propriety of 
amending the law of probate, so that small estates can be set- 
tled more promptly, and with less-expense and delay. . 

_ Forcible Entry and Detainer.—The law regulating actions 
of forcible entry and detainer should, if practicable, be made 
more simple in its ees 

Militia Law.—The militia law should be. amended, 80 a8, to 
make it less complex and expensive, and more closely ; to adapt 
it to the convenience of the people and the necessities for its 
operation. This I deem of the utmost importance, in view. of 
the fact that we are surrounded by large tribes of Indians, for 
the continuance of whose friendly disposition our best guar- 
anty is in the strong arm of military protection. and itis the 
more important, since the ponda government has called away 
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to posts of danger our volunteers, as fast as they could Be en- 
listed. . 

School Fund.—The fact that a‘very numerous people are 
destined soon to make this Territory not only a place in which 
to séek for fortune, but also, where they will find their perma- 
nent homes, makes the question of proper provisions for the 
education of the youth a matter of the greatest importance to 
the future welfare of society. The provision of the organic 
act reserving the usual quantity of schoollands, must be to a 
great extent useless, as all the valuable farming lands will be 
occupied by settlement in advance of surveys, and the mineral 
lands cannot be reserved from the miners’ occupation; some 
plan, therefore, different from those that have been adopted in 
other new States and Territories for securing the end, must 
be devised here, or our Territory and State when it shall be 
organized, will be destitute of a school fund. Whether a law 
that shall secure to the Territory for the use of schools, a 
claim on every newly discovered lode, which having the sanc- 
tion of Congress would secure said claims in fee simple, may 
not be passed without injustice to any one, and with the pros- 
pect of securing a rich endowment for all the educational en- 
terprises that the future may demand, is a question that I most 
earnestly commend to your consideration. 

Penittentiary.—The dfficulty of securing from escape persons 
charged with and convicted of crimes, is one of the greatest 
impediments in the way of making the certainty of punish- 
ment exert its salutary influence in the prevention of crime. 
I trust that an appeal to Congress for aid in the erection of a 
prison, to relieve this great difficulty in the administration of 
justice, both under the laws of Congress and of the Territory, 
would not be made in vain. 

Corporations.—To facilitate the organization of corporate 
companies, for the prosecution of any and all lawful and prop- 
er pursuits, [ would advise the passage of general laws, so that 
all persons may enjoy equal rights and privileges under them, 
and none be permitted to do business, in a corporate name, 
without the proper safeguards for the protection of the public. 

The granting of exclusive rights and priviléges—always of 
doubtful. propriety—cannot be too 8edulously' guarded: against 
in a newly organized community, where the future wants of 
the country and its prospective condition are so difficult to be 
understood and foreseen. And it is always desirable to avoid 
"local legislation except in absolutely necessary cases. 

A Code of Laws.—As it will be impossiblé for the present 
or any future session, which shall be restricted to a term of 
forty days, to properly digest and carefully prepare-a full code 
"of statite’laws for the Territory, I would recoihméiid that' the 
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;appointment. of a commission. be : authorized. for the. purpose, 


its labors to be submitted. for. the : action, of: the next. session, of 


the Legislative. Assembly. 


Collection of ,faxes.—In some parts, of ‘the. Territory the, qol- 


lection of the taxes. has not been properly provided for, and 


while itis à duty to make such provision, so that the expense 
of the government may be equitably borne. by.all, it will be 
proper to bear in mind that the people generally. are not able 
to pay: the heavy burdens which. a. want of strict economy in 
the expenditures you may. authorize, would entail upon you. 
Extinction, of Indian Title—The fact that the Indian title 
has not been extinguished to a large, part of the. domain.of the 
Territory including much of that, now occupied by, „settlers 
renders.the position of the inhabitants thereon one of uncer- 
tainty, and calls for action on the part of the general govern- 
ment. And as I have called the attention of the department, 
and through it that of Congress to the subject, without secur- 
ing the action desired, I would recommend that the matter be 
presented agai .to. the commissioner of Indian affairs, the sec- 
retary of.the interior, and, to Congress, with the weight of.an 
earnest memorial from your honorable body, asking that treat- 
ies be authorized with the Ute, Apache, Kiowa and Comanche 
Indians of the south and west, and with the Ogallalla, Sioux 
Indians of the north part of the Territory, providing, for. the 


extinction of their title to such parts of the Territory. as may 


not be permanently reserved. to them... 
Such are a few of the most important of the many ee 
for legislation to which I mon call your attention with pro- 


priety. - 


NATURAL RESOURCES OF THE TERRITORY. 


Before closing, however, allow me to congratulate you upon 
the rapidly accumulating evidences of the natural resources of 
Colorado Territory, To the extent and richness of her mines, 
to the exceedingly nutritious pasturage of her. plains, , and. the 
fertility of her valleys, I may be allowed to make-a, passing 
reference. 

It is estimated by those best informed on the ‘iment that 
the gold product, of the present will be at least double that of 
any former year;* and-that the gold. mining country has as 
yet been, but partially prospected. New and rich discoveries 
aie constantly being made; the art of mining is, daily being 
improved, and adapted to the peculiarities of our mines; while 


— 


+A careful inquiry as to the present product of the mills and mines in a circle of three miles 
in the Gregory district, places it at $95,000.00 per week, or at the rate of; nearly. $5,900,000. 00 
per annum; and it ie said to ‘be steadily increasing. ` 
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an annual increase of the home supply of the necessaries of 


life is tending to diminish the expense of living. 

"The mining country that has already attracted attention, 
and is partially developed, may properly be comprised in two 
regions, more commonly known as the “Gregory,” and the 
“Buckskin Joe." 

The Gregory Region.—The Gregory region extends from 
Gold Hill to Empire City, a distance of about thirty miles 
along the base of the snowy range, and will average at least 
ten miles in width; making three hundred square miles of gold- 
bearing mountains. The veins of quartz are found through- 
out this region within an average distance of one hundred feet 
of each other. They are by the mining laws divided into 
claims of one hundred feet in extent, making surface enough 
on quartz-lodes in this region alone for over eight hundred 
thousand claims. These veins are from six inches to nine feet 
in thickness, and vary even more in their richness, from those 
that will not pay at all to those that produce the richest ore 
that has been found in any part of the world. This ore is 
principally composed of this sulphuret of iron (iron pyrites.) 
That which yields twelve dollars per ton pays expenses. That 
in most of the lodes now worked, pays on an average three 
times that amount, while in some instances it yields one hun- 
dred and fifty, two hundred, and even as high as five hundred 
dolars per ton, treated by the stamping process. This ore 
yields upon analysis, from three to six times as much gold as 
can be gaved by the crushers, giving in some instances even 
what appears to be fabulous results.* A rule in working the 
mines that seems to be very uniform and commands general 
confidence among miners, is, that the deeper the mine 1s pen- 
etrated the richer the ore becomes. Itis regarded as an en- 
tirely safe calculation, to expect large profits from a mine that 
barely pays expenses at or near the surface. 

The Buckskin Joe Region.—About thirty miles south of 
Gregory, lies à much more extensive, though less developed 
region. It includes that part of the snowy-range where the 
waters of the South Platte and Arkansas Rivers on the east, 
and the Piney and Blue rivers, branches of the Colorado, on 


ihe west, have their sources, called by the not very elegant 


sobriquet of Buckskin Joe. This is the most extensive, and 
probably the richest mining country in the Territory. From 
the Pollock tothe Musquito districts, and extending about five 
miles in width, is found the only part of this region in which 


*Dr. D. W. King, of Empire City, Ass’t Surgeon 2d Rep’t Col. Vols, has made many analyses 
of this ore, using one ounce of pulverized pyrites each time, with resulte varying from three 
hundred and twenty to two thousand two hundred and forty dollars per ton. Other analyses, 
with equally favorable results, have been reported to me, as having been made by various 
other parties. 
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‘the quartz lodes have been worked. ‘But therich gulch mines, 

found along the ‘three crests of-the snowy-range that extend 
thence northerly twenty miles to Georgia Gulch and Tarryall, 
southerly fifty miles to Lost Cafionand Arkansas mines, west- 
erly ninety milés to Washington Gulch, shew, by the: uriiform 
law that: gold bearing: quartz lodes are’ always: found near-rich 
gulch mines, that- this region must -éxtend one -hundred and 
sixty miles along the course of these pony Tangos, by from 
five to fifteen miles in width. 

At least the recently discovered mines of great richness at 
the remote westerly limit of this region, called Washington, 
Kent’s and Ohio Gulches, with the California and Cash Creek. 
mines intermediate, prove either that this field is thus’ exten- 
sive, or that this extent of country contains several large and 
rich mining regions. Where full examination has been-made, 
the quartz lodes in this region average one-for every two hund- 
red feet, with crevices from’ eighteen inches to forty feet in 
width, and: ‘yielding: the gold bearing pyrites of great richness 
much nearer the surface than in any other mines. If the rich- 
est quartz lodes may-be expected where the best-paying gulch 
mines are found, this región: will excel any other yet found i in 
the Rocky } Mountains. --- 

The Piains.—That portion of the Territory siege one 
hundred and fifty miles aestwatd.from the: base of the Rocky 
Mountains, called the plains, being mostly high, rolling and 
- dry prairie, is covéred with--the peculiar buffalo. and. bunch 
grasses. - lt is-furrowed up with a- great number: of streams, 
along which lie fertile valleys. At the sources of these 
streams, between the waters of the Platte and of the Arkansas, 
nearly in the middle of the Territory, extending seventy-five 
miles east from the mountains, is a dividing ridge elevated 
‘about one thousand feet above the getieral level of the plains. 
Along this “divide” frequent tains: produce a luxuriant yer- 
dure in the great M and. good pur timber i is found in 
great abundance.: 

Grazing.—But the feature of the plains of ils most interest 
is the great advantage they offer as a grazing. country. Al. 
though the grass'is small and dries up in July and August, it 
is of such nutritious quality that cattle of. all kinds thrive and 
fatten upon it:the year round, the snows of winter never ‘cov- 
ering the ‘surface long enough to produce serious inconvenience. 
Large herds of eattle from the immense trains that traverse, 
during-the spring, summer and autumn, those greatest natural 
- roadways to be found in the world, extending up the "Platte 
and the Arkansas Rivers, from the Missouri to- our Territory, 
are turned out to graze on the plains, jaded and worn down in 
the autumn, and without having had -any other feed until 
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spring, are-found in.good order, and many of them well, fat- 
tened for the slaughter. I am satisfied that these plaing, des- 
cribed in the books and laid down on the maps as a vast desert, 
are better adapted to the raising of horses, mules, cattle and 
sheep than any other part of the common country, the.only 
expense of raising stock here being that of herding. . 

_ The innumerable herds of wild cattle or buffalo, and the 
droves of Indian horses, and the flocks of elk, antelope and 
deer that have subsisted by pasturage alone on these,plains, 
from time immemorial, should have suggested the exceeding 
richness of the grasses upon which they fed, and prevented 
the blunder of publishing them as adesert. These plains will 
not only be capable of furnishing the stock and wool needed 
for a dense population of the Territory, but also fora large 
part of the people of the continent.. ' 

Agricultural Products.—As to a home supply of agricultural 
produce, so important to the accumulation here of permanent 
wealth and population, the crops now standing on the farms 
in the valleys on the various branches of the Platte, Arkansas 
and Fontaine-qui-Bouille, afford most encouraging prospects. 
In the latter valley alone there will be produced this year, 
according to careful estimates, 25,000 bushels of wheat, 
40,000 bushels of corn, and 20,000 bushels of potatoes, and 
other produce in proportion. The great profit of such crops, 
and the exceeding productiveness of those lands lying along 
the streams, I have no doubt will soon induce an agricultural 
production that will abundently supply the home demand. 


PACIFIG RAILROAD. 


Congress just having passed a bill for a Pacific Railroad, 
and the deep interest felt by the people of this Territory in 
reference to its location might indicate the propriety of a 
reference to the subject here. But the question of location 
depending almost entirely upon the feasibility of routes through 
the Rocky Mountains, I could at this time say but little that 
would be satisfactory upon the subject. I hope in a few days 
to have a report of the survey now in progress, of the route 
through the snowy-range, by way of the Berthoud Pass, which 
I have placed under the direction of Surveyor-General Case, 
to obtain facts and figures which shall form reliable data, as to 
its feasibility, both for a wagon and a railroad route; and 
which may possess interest enough to jestify a special commu- 
nieation on the subject. 

In conclusion, I would give you the assurance of my hearty 
co-operation in every act that shall be for the interests of the

Treasury, to exhibit their accounts and vouchers to the Audi- 
tor for settlement. on or before the first Monday in October, 
of.each.year. As such settlement cannot be made until after. 
the collection of the revenue, I would suggest that these laws 
be so amended as not to confliet one with the other. 

Suc. 94, of the act regulating general elections, . requires 
the clerks: of the several counties to transmit abstracts of the: 
several counties to transmit abstracts of:the votes given in their 
respective counties, at any general election, to the office of the 
Secretary of the Territory, and section 85 of same act, pro- 
vides for the payment of such services only in certain cases. 

The law evidently contemplates that this expense should in 
all cases be paid out of the Territorial Treasury, else great 
injustice would accrue to some of the counties. It is very.-de- 
sireable that the law should be made more explicit upon this 
subject. 

After a very careful examination of the law providing for 
the assessment, and correction thereof, I am unable to arrive. 
at a conclusion as to who shall constitute the board of equali- 
ization of taxes for the Territory. 

As my duties are in many respects closely connected with 
the duties of said! borad, I invite your attention to the subbjéct 
that the law2may be made more explicit. 

The present system. of assessing or listing property. for tax- 
ation, I conceive to be attended with great «nd unnecessary 
expenses. 

To the end that the revenue may not be exhausted by the 
expense of preparing. the assessment and tax lists, I would 
respectfully recommend a less expensive and less complicated- 
system. 

Up to this date this office is advised of assessments having — 
been made and taxes levied in only.five counties, namely := 
Arapahoe, Gilpin, Park, Jefferson and Clear Creek. Judging 
from the amount of taxable property reported by the above 
named counties, there will be ample revenue collected to meet 
the current expenses of the Territory, provided all the. coun- 
ties conform to the requirements of the. existing law, but 
should any considerable portion of the counties fail to. do so 
there must necessarily be adeficit at least for the present year. 
From the best information I am able to obtain there are a, few. of. 
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the counties not named above, that have taken no steps toward 
the collection of a revenue. I therefore deem it expedient 
that some measure be adopted during your present session that 
will insure the levying and eollection of the revenue in all 
such delinquent counties yet, during the course of the present 
fiscal year. 

Inasmuch as the records and important documents of the 
Territory will from this date accumulate rapidly it is desirable: 
that places óf safety and security be provided for the same. 
I therefore recommend that the Auditor and Treasurer be 
instructed to provide suitable rooms (as nearly fire proof as 
possible) for their respective offices, and that they also be in- 
structed to procure, at as early a day as practicable, suitable 
fire proof safes, for the safe keeping of all funds, books and 
valuable documents pertaining to their respective offices.

The committee on incorporations, to whom was referred 

C. B. Nos. 2 and 9, 

Beg leave respectfully to report, that they exainined a large 
amount of documentary evidence, and ‘also a great many wit- 
nesses whose testimony was reduced to writing and is herewith 
submitted. 

The committee have, however, embodied i in their report all 
the facts which they consider essential to à clear understand- 
ing of the dispute between the proposed corporators of the 
two respective bills. 

In the year 1859, (at what precise time does not appear, ) 
Maupin, Bland & Co., assumed to own a portion of the line 
of road in dispute, from the Robinson House, at the head of 
the cañon leading from Golden Gate, near Golden City, to 
the Gilpin county mines, to a house known formerly as Bland’s 
and afterward as Graves’ House, some distance beyond the 
Guy House. On the 16th day of September 1859, Louis and 
Oliver. Graves became the‘purchasers of this line of road fróm 
Maupin, Bland & Co., for the sum of four hundred dollars, 
one-half of which was “payable on the 15th day of June, 1860, 
and the balance of the purchase-money fifteen days thereat. 
ter. The whole line in dispute is from the Robinson House 
to a point at or near the Michigan House. The line of road 
from Graves’ House to the Michigan House is.nearly or quite 
two and one-half miles. This position of the road is 
claimed by both.parties, neither claiming. any title by pur- 
chase, but both basing their right to the same by prior occu- 
pancy and labor done upon the same, which constituted the 
only claim to such species of property in this country at its 
early settlement. 

Maupin, Bland & Co., appear to have been clearly the only 
claimants to the line of road between Robinson’s and Graves’ 

ouse. 

It i$ not in evidence that this purchase :money was ever 
paid, but'the committee’ presume that such must Have been. the 
case, inasmuch as no clatth has been made by Maupin, Bland , 
& Co., nor have the committee been informed. that the pur- 
chase money has not been paid. lt is not in proof that four: 
hundred dollars was the actual consideration of the saleto the 
Brothers Graves. : It appears on the deed of transfér as the 
paper consideration only, no testimony having been elicited: 
from any witness. touching the mater. . 

On the 8th day of October, 1859, the Graveses entered into 
a contract with oie James W. Gibson, to act as their agent in 
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‘collecting tolls over that portion:of:the road. from Robinson’ s 
House to the toll gate there-situate opposite -Gfaves’- cabin, 
-ànd to attend to all matters éoncerning: the roadiit theft ab- 
: sence. from the- country... On or about the!8th.of October; the 
‘diy. of the date of- the agency to" Gibsónjit: may bei inferred 
that the Brothers.

Itis in evidence by. Mr. Richardson, that:this portion of the

For some reason, good or bad, Daniel McCleery, early in 
the spring, or, indeed, in the winter,.conceived the notion of 
taking possession of the road in dispute, and, on the 6th day 
of March, 1860, obtained a charter for the whole line of road 
from the county court of Jefferson county. In pursuance. of 
that charter, Daniel McCleery took possession of the road and 
commenced work upon it. What became of Wisconsin s not 
in evidence, but it is claimed by Graves that McCleery vio- 
lently dispossessed him of the road, avowing as is proven that 
it was an abandoned claim and he would work the road and 
take tolls upon it. 

The Graveses returned to the country, Louis in the first or 
middle part of April, and Oliver on the 27th day of May. A 
claim may be set up that, by reason of a general understand- 
ing amongst all kinds of claimants in the early settlement of 
this country, all claims were to be taken to be good notwith- 
standing the absence of claimants during the -winter and 
spring, up to the first day of June, 1860. Whilst this rule 
did apply to miners' claims, and perhaps many other sort of 
claims, it is conceived by your committee to be wholly inap- 
plicable to a thoroughfare like a continually traveled road. 
The distinction is an obvious one; mining and ranche claims 
could not affect the convenience of the public. Few could 
work mining claims, none ranche claims during the winter 
months; and, indeed, it was supposed that no labor could be 
done at all in mining during the months of a Rocky Mountain 
winter. This consideration induced the passage of this gene- 
i law, reserving all rights of claimants until the first day of 

une. 

It is not known to your committee, nor has it been proven, 
that claims to roads ever did come or were intended. to come 
within the provisions or meaning of this law. lt. was under- 
stood, ‘as we think, to govern mining claims, and them alone; 
not having been extended even to ranche claims, or any other 
sort of property. It was true that the miners were mistaken 
in supposing that claims could not be worked in the winter, 
if it was designed to include the lode quartz claims; but it is 
not improbable that the bulk of the profitable claims were 
gulch claims, which could not be worked in the winter. 

McCleery, however, took possession of the road, worked 
upon it, not only on that part of the road this side of Graves’, 
but beyond it, near the Michigan House. It may here be ob- 
served that the first labor done upon the road beyond the 
Graves’ House was done by Daniel McCleery; if other labor 
was done upon it before that time, there has not a scintilla of 
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. testimony before your ‘committée been elicited to show such 
to be faet.' ' Mr. Graves asserts, on oath, that Gibson 
- worked upon the road in his absence, but: the testimony, of 
-Mr.-E. -Bi:Smith, his own witness, called by him, éstablishes 
that: there was little or no ‘work done by anybody on’ the whole 
line to the mines, and in this opinion Richardson fortifié8 us 
by declaring that it was hardly safe for | a man on hotseback 
to travel over it. 

Oliver Graves, though believed to be a truthful T honest 


` . man, in this respect must be mistaken; for not having been 


present, he-ea& only testify by hearsay, and probably mistook 

the work doné-by McCleery and'his men as having been done 
.by Gibson. MeOleery and Graves then commenced ‘a’ séries 
-of disputes aiid quarrels, the ‘denouement of which, it is to 
be-hoped, will be found i in the action of the present Legislat- 
‘ive: Assembly. . 

On the first fe of July, 1860, Oliver Graves, acting for 
-himself and his brother; sold to "Daniel Moore: one-half the 
line of road from Robinson'$ to the Michigan "House, for the 
-sum of two hundred dollars; faking therefor a note in pay- 
‘ment of.the same. : This note has riot yet been’ paid, dnd’ the 
committee are of opinion never will be or ought to be 
‘paid, though Mr.:Moore admits a legal liability, and denied 
any arrangement or understanding with Graves respecting it. 

‘At this time, or shortly before it,—in May or June, we 
hike louis Graves disappears from the scene and never is 
heard of again. He is doubtless in the States, and purposes 
‘there to remain. Your committee think he has now no’ inter- 
estin this rodd, and any really vested in him at any time has 
-been forfeited by his absence, and the want of any proof of 
labor or money: having been expendéd by him upon the’ road. 

"MeCleery and Graves—now Graves and Moore—collected 
tolls upon this disputed: road, éach, doubtless, endeavoring’ to 
collect it all. Each party worked upon the road, McCleery, 
according to the testimony,’ having done most of the work; 
Graves'in a certain degree admitting it, by the remark niüde 
in his examination, that his means were limited and he could 
not do more, as McCleety collected the tolls: ` 

After much quarreling;'and' without any: result except to 
deepen the bitierness‘of the feud, Oliver Graves and- Daniel 
McCleery, on the 11th day of January, 1861, entered into 
articlés of submission to arbitrators, in a penal bond with 
sureties respectively in the süm of-one thousand dollars, to 
abide any award that might thereafter be made respecting all 
their difficulties in the disputed road. Oliver ` Graves; ‘on 
oath, says that he acted for himself and brother, and disclaims 
any authority. ‘to act on behalf: of (Moore. Your committee, 
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howeyer, are of opinion that he wag authorized to..act in 
behalf ‘of his brother and Moore also. It i is not in evidenge 
that Oliver Graves ever told McCleery at any time, that 
Moore's interest would not be submitted to the arbitrament, 
and yet Oliver Graves went through the entire triak-to its 
conclusion, and acted in all respects towards McCleery in. the 
affair as if all the rights of all the parties were. submitted in 
the arrangement. McCleery must have so. understood the 
matter, because his attorneys certainly knew. that if all the 
rights of the adverse parties were not submitted, the most 
troublesome customer of them all—Daniel ‘Moore—was. still 
left, upon whom McCleery would have to expend the litigious 
expenditures. Moore, it is true, lived down the Platte on a 
ranche, but in the long period which elapsed, between. the sub- 
mission and the day of hearing, could, not but:-have. known 
that Graves had entered into these proceedings, It is fairly 
inferred by your committee that Moore in'fact must, have 
known and assented to the arbiirament, because in his exami- 
nation as a witness:he did not deny, the statement made by- J. 
Bright Smith on oath. that “we,” meaning Graves. & Moore, 
and McCleery, would get an arbitration and settlement as 
soon as we. could. 

On the 6th day of February, 1861, an award was made- yn- 
der the submission, of four hundred dollars, to be paid. by 
McCleery to Graves, within. sixty days thereafter. All this 
time nobody knows that Moore objects, except Graves, and 
Grayes at no time tells Mc@leery or others that such is the fact. 

The committee are of the opinion that Daniel Moore never 
bought any interest, with Graves in good faith; thatthe note 
of Moore to Graves was a shave in fact. Graves acted go in 
the submission; Moore acted so in all proceedings during and 
subsequent to the hearing. of arbitrators, until-a series of law- 
suits brings him out again as the adviser and ruling spirit; in 
the contest with McCleery. 

Richardson testifies that Moore told him if he got through 
and got the road in dispute he was. to have-half of it, a con- 
clusion to which the committee assent, even though the. de- 
claration of contingent interest had never been made to Mr. 
Richardson. On this hypothesis. we can account for the sin- 
gular fact, that Graves never at any time demanded payment 
of the two hundred dollar note, the purchase money of;half the 
road; on this supposition, we see the guarded declaration of 
Moore, when asked under oath if ho arrangement was. made 
with Graves, that in the event of failure torsecure the-road, 
“that he was legally liable for the note,"..and the answer 
finally, that no understanding to that effect did exist, with ev- 
ident hesitation of manner apparent to the committee. 
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Moore, th: this question, foiind himsel? Between sevardl fired, - 
either that ke made all thé trouble with MéCleéry; or Tathas” 
managed it. with contingerit ‘payovers or that thë fifst'award | 
did not shut out his fntórest, not havihg: 'beén à party; òr that 
his two hundred dollars’ aust be ‘paid- tó his tjo confding.

when the great emigration fourd into our Territory, paying. 
tolls over this great thoroughfare, the want of close calcula- 
tion of receipts and expenses of repairs, always wide of the.es- 
timate of skilled and experienced men, much more so with a. 
man like Graves, doubtless induced him to abandon the claim 
to the award, and again to assert his rights by setting up a 
gate and demanding tolls; McCleery, therefore, sued out an 
injunction, and through his attorney made a tender of the sum 
awarded, four hundred dollars in money, partly: in eastern 
bills and partly in dust. Graves objected to receiving it not 
because the money was objectionable, but on the ground that 
the award was not binding upon him. A subsequent arbitra- 
tion was entered into which there does not appear to be any 
necessity in the opinion of your committee to review. 

Your committee hold that whatever equity Oliver Graves 
had in the road (and but little appears to that part of it lying" 
between his house and the Michigan House,) was canvassed by 
the arbitrators in their first submission, and upon that Graves 
should have rested his case. en 

If Bright Smith gave the opinion to Graves that the award. 
of four hundred dollars was of no account. Your committee 
respectfully differ with him, unless he put his opinion upon 
some matter or technicality in the proceedings not made known 
in this investigation. A voluntary submission to referees or 
arbitrators by parties, under a penalty to abide the award to 
be made, in the absence of any reason of unfairness in the pro- 
ceedings precludes any after litigation or claim whatever to 
the subject matter litigated, except either to enforce the award, 
or pursue the penalty on the bond, as the case may be. 
Graves should have pursued the bond or enforced the payment 
of the award. It was no objection, nor could it be, to the 
final settlement of all differences that McCleery did not pay 
the award within the time required in the finding of the arbi-: 
irators. His remedy was on the bond and upon the award,! 
and to that he could have held McCleery. Ifthe award had 
been the full amount of the penal sum in the bond, Graves might. 
have enforced it as well as for the four hundred dollars... That 
the penal sum in the bond was no more than one thousand dol- 
lars shows clearly to your committee that the whole matter in 
dispute was not then of the value, which itsince that time has 
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grown to be. Penal honds are always i in double the amount 
of the supposed value of matters in controversy, to provide for: 
interest that might accrue as damages as well as the possible = 
event'of receiving a larger verdict or award than the -parties 
submitting think it probably due to them. ‘We think, there 
fore, that the award under all circumstances was fair and not, 
much if any less than the amount PEDE to be awarded to. 

Mr. Graves. i 

We desise to state that there was a second arbitration; , 
which we think (having been exparte at the hearing. and hay- 
ing founded its decision mainly on the first award) amounts. to. : 
but little. There’ still appears to be due to Mr. Graves the 
sum of twelve dollars and fifty cents, that amounthaving been 
tendered him, and refused, and still believed to. be due; The 
sécond arbitrators found the sum of one hundred dollars due. 
Graves & Moore, having had before them tickets which Graves 
had sold to travelers, and which McCleery had taken up at the 
lower gate, to the amount of three hundred dollars; subse- 
quently eighty-seven dollars and fifty cents in tickets were 
tendered Graves, and the twelve dollars and fifty eents. in sil- 
ver money, to make the entire four-hundred dollars due Graves 
in the first award. 

How much money McCleery or Graves ndo for tolls, E 
how much labor each performed actually or relatively does not 
appear; that neither party made money on the disputed road 
is clear to your committee; Graves, because he appears to have 
. collected tolis for a much less time than McCleery, having 
been stopped by injunctions, and afterwards hy a:posse of 
McCleery’s friends; and McCleery, because it is proven that 
the number of dead-heads and employees necessary, as he des 
clared, to keep and hold possession of the road, eat up, with 
his expenses of repairs, all the receipts of tolls. As is usual: 
with persistent litigants, McCleery finally. became. poor, and: 
was forced-to sell out to one Dunean, and perhaps others who 
in conjunction with Tucker, made the road to its present 
condition, with now and then the labor of ae super- 
added. 

In pursuance of the second award, judgment: was entered. 
against Graves, by the Olerk of.the Court of Jefferson. county. 
and a writ of restitution ofthe road in dispute, issued. and-ex- 
ecuted by putting McCleery in possession; again, in spite:of. 
this writ Graves set up his:gate.and began collecting: tolls.. 
McCleery had two men at a gate near by: collecting tolls, also, 
. and this difficulty was finally settled by a posse of men, at: thé 
head of whom was one of the attorneys of McCleexy, cutting 
down Graves’ gate; at other times since then Graves has 
get up a gate and doubtless m tolls, and. at this: pres- 
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ent time has a gate, at which is a notice of “toll to pay 
here." 

It is proven and admitted by all parties, that repairs upon 
this line of highway are constantly necessary to keep the same 
in passable condition to travel; that such repairs are expen- 
sive; that no provision exists by which any road can be kept 
in repair, except by voluntary labor of those interested, or 
publie contributions. 

The committee regret that either from a loose way of keep- 
ing their accounts of receipts and expenditures, or from some 
other cause not known to your committee, both parties have 
failed to present the relation of tolls received and expenses in- 
curred, so that an estimate could be made of the exact equities 
of all parties concerned. It was not the province of the com- 
mittee to try the cause, but it devolved on the parties them- 


T 


selves to present all matters whatever, which could advantage : 


their case before the committee, and through them, the Legis- 
lative Assembly. 
As to Louis Graves and Daniel Moore, no good reason can 
exist for including them in a bill ofincorporation. For Oliver 
Graves, your committee entertain a favorable opinion. We 
believe him an honest, truthful and worthy man, but, under 


the advice of Moore, whose .genius has presided over all his 


troubles in this road, and in whom Graves appears to have put 


his conscience and his cares, Graves has been unfortunate. 


What equities, if any is left in Graves your committee cannot 
discover from the evidence before them. ‘The sum of twelve 
dollars and one-half, is even probably liquidated by tolls received 
since the tender of that sum and its refusal by Graves. As to 
labor done no adequate idea can be found, as Graves and his 
counsel have given us no extended account, if such an account 
was kept at all, which is not known to your committee. 


The committee have, as they think, herein stated all the facts. 


appearing in the evidence fairly, as though they were render- 
ing a special verdict as a jury. It belongs to the Council and 
House of Representatives to say for what period any charter 
should be granted, and at what rates of toll. It may here be 
stated that the line of road in dispute from the Robinson 
House to the Michigan, is about four and one-half miles or 
something less than five miles. Itis due to the public and 
to the parties concerned that litigation should cease, that la- 
bor may be done upon the line and the traveling publie bene- 
fited.

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. Your committee are of the opinion, that- though it was ad- 
mitted by Mr. Baily that he was born in Canada, and was 
therefore, a British subject, and * once à Britisk’ subjedt; al- 
ways a British subject," yet it may be true that Baily is'and 
was an American citizen by reason of being born of Ameri- 
can parents. The whole admission of Mr. Baily: during: tbe 
entire caucus, we think, must be taken to explain all'thé'cir- 
cumstances connected with his eligibility to the office ‘of ‘a 
Councilman of this Territory. In all conversations respect- 
ing: his birth and eligibility, Mr. Baily has always-clained 
that he was an American citizen, as is seen by the testimony 
on file and herewith presented to the Council. It may seem 
to be inconsistent in him that a person can be a British sub- 
ject and an American citizen at the same time; but this àp- 
parent paradox is explicable upon the theory of the British 
government, that the doctrine of expatriation claimed by some 
governments, is, and has been, until within a few years, repu- 
diated by them. It is therefore seen that if the United States 
government held the law to be that if a man has aright to 
expatriate himself, and the British government holds the con- 
trary, that a native born British subject can be also an Amer- 
ican citizen and British subject. ‘That this is the claim of 
Mr. Baily, admits of no doubt. 

But itis claimed on the part of Mr. Altman’s meson that 
though Mr. Baily was born in Canada of American parents, 
yet it may be and the legal. presumption is, that Mr. Baily's 
father renounced his allegiance to the United States and as- 
sumed the relation of a British subject. 

Your committee are of opinion that it makes no diference 
whatever whether Mr. Baily's father was a British subject ür 
not, if he was an American citizen in the year 1802, on the 
14th day of April, of that year, Mr. Baily is still an " Ameri- 
can citizen. 

The facts in the case your committee find to T upon ‘the 
highest probable presumption, that the father of Mr. Baily 
was an American citizen in the year 1802, at the date of the 
enactment of the statute by Congress. 

No doubt can exist that Mr. Baily is now Siete thirty-thivee 
years of age, and but for Mr. Baily’s statement that he is but 
33 years old, we should upon all probabilities hold him to be 
of fully that age. It is further stated, and is doubtless trué, 
that Mr. Baily was but three years of age at the death of his 
father, now nearly thirty years ago, that he is the youngest 
child of his father and one of a family of four children. ' The 
presumption your committee find to be from all the statemiénts 
made that the father of Mr. Baily was alive in the 13 1802, 
and & citizen of the United States. 
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Chancellor Kent in Vol. 2, discusses the actrof 1802, and 
holds that the latter clause of that act is not prospective in its 
character. If it is designed by the great; commentator £o say 
that the law is not prospective, and operates only. on the chil- 
dién then'in béing at the date of the passage of. the act, then.- 
Mr. Baily is not now and never has been a citizen of the,Uni- 
ted States, but a critical examination. of the act, we think, will 
show that it was intended, tobe: understood to. apply not “only 
to ghildren i in being in 1802, but,.pergons who then. were or 
had been cltizens of the United States, but to all children .. 
thereafter born to persons then and before. that time. citizens 
of the United States. A most singular: anomaly .would: be 
presented in eage this. act, was, operative.:only upon children 
born at the date of the aci hose born. afterwards would ‘Ke 
British subjects, older children of the same parents, Ameriéan 
citizens.

MEMORIAL RESPECTING THE INDIAN TITLE IN COLORADO TER- 
RITORY. 


To the Hon. the Secretary of the Interior : 


_ Your memorialists, the Council and House of Representa- 
tives of the Legislative Assembly of Colorado Territory, 
would respectfully represent that there is nearly two-thirds of 
the area of said Territory to which the Indian title has not 
been extinguished. EE 

The southern portion of this Territory is claimed by the 
Camanche, Kiowa and Apache Indians; the western portion, 
beyond the Snowy Range, is claimed by various bands of the 
Utah, and that part north of the South Fork of the Platte, 
and of the Cache la Poudre Rivers, by the Ogillalla Sioux 
Indians. These several tribes are now peaceably disposed, 
and if treated with at an early day, would doubtless cede the 
larger part of their claims respectively. 

The fact that extensive settlements of miners, and agricul- 
turalists are already upon these lands, some of the populous 
counties of the Territory being included within these limits, 
makes it exceedingly embarrassing both to the adjustments of 
Indian affairs and the administration of the Territorial gov- 
ernment. 

Therefore, your memorialists would respectfully and urgently 
ask, that treaties may be made with these tribes, and more 
especially the Utahs, by which all their lands (a large part of 
which are mineral) not permanently reserved by said tribes, 
may be ceded to the general government, and as in duty 
bound your memorialists will ever pray.
